Soviet  adaUoiatration.  but.  it  appcare" 
that  eveij  under  the  reformed  ay*tem 
of  Russil  public  dishonesty  stijl  pre- 
vail*, for  w^  are  told  that  aixty-six 
grafter*  have  been  detected,  nine  of 
them  aentenced  to  be  •hot,  thirty-two 
given  variooa  terma  of  tmpriaoament, 
and  twenty-five  acquitted.  Wc  are 
told  that  the  offendcra  agaioat  the 
anwrittcn  ethkal  code  of  the  people  of 
Russia  were  tried  by  court  martial,  so 
we  atay  infer  that  civil  court*  either 
have  not  ytt  been  re-eaUbliabed  by 
the  Soviet  or  that  such  courta  COOld 
not'^e  entruflad  with  the  taak  of  ad- 
ministering whatever  law  there  nuV 
be  in  Russia  In  this  part  of  the 
world,  in  which,  of  courae,  we  do  not 
inelade  Canada,  grafter*  are"  dealt 
with  more  gently.  If  the  graft  ia  apoa 
a  "sufficiently  impre**ive  *cale,'  gen- 
erally the  graftera  are  not  punished 
kt  all.  In  the  caae^  of  mere*^  petty 
grafterii  the  courae  of  jqatice  ^urauea 
its  rclentles*  way. 

Ia  another  Eaatarn  couatry  a  few 
hundreds  of  Comawniat*  have  been 
haled  before  the  coarta  of  juatice  and 
are  nadargoing  tHil,  all  in  one  batch. 

If  the  authorit/cs  of  (bat  country  are 
aa  relentlea*  aitd  inflexible  in  their 
methoda  o4  the  Soviet  military  court, 
the  hangman  or  the  headsman  will 
have- a  job  of  cunaid^ablc, magnitude 
on  hi*  haada.
